X ms Society was created in ] 822, and endowed, from their surplus Sub- 
scriptions, by the “ Irish Relief Committee ” (of whose exertions it is 
now the sole memorial). The Grant made originally by the Committee was 
£. 40,000 ; afterwards augmented by the addition of £. 15,179, the amount of 
sundry unexpended Balances. The local operations of the Loan Fund are 
confided to the care of Ten Boards of Trustees, selected from the Nobility 
and Gentry resident in or connected with the formerly distressed Counties in 
Munster and Connaught, and to the general superintendence and control of 
a Board of Directors in London, whose duty it is to receive the Reports, to 
examine the Vouchers, and to issue such Rules and Regulations as may appear 
to be necessary. This Board is also empowered to elect successors, to fill up 
vacancies in both countries. The Members of all those Boards render their 
services gratuitously ; but a permanent provision has been made for defraying 
the incidental expenses of management and inspection : in Ireland, by a charge 
upon the interest derived from the use of the Loans there ; and in England by 
a grant specially made to the Directors by the Founders of the Institution. 



The Establishment was at first placed under the guidance and protection of 
a legal enactment, 4 Geo. 4, c. 32, which has been lately repealed ; it is now 
subjected to the provisions of Act 6 & 7 Viet. c. 91, which prescribe that the 
Accounts of the Institution shall be made up annually on the 31st day of 
December. In conformity with this Regulation, the Directors have the honour 
to submit the following Report ; viz. 
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
